Holsteins Again inthe Lead. 

[Report of the dairy herd at the On- 
tario Agricultural College for 1904, by 
H. H. Dean, Professor of Dairy Hus- 
bandry. ] ; 

The herd on December 31, 1904, 
consisted of g Holstein cows, 2 heifers, 
4 heifer calves and 1 bull calf, 3 Ayr- 
shire cows and 2 heifers, 4 Jersey cows, 
1 heifer and 1 bull calf, 5 Grade Hol- 
stein cows, I Grade Jersey cow, 4 Grade 
Ayrshire cows and 2 Grade Holstein 
heifers, making a total of 39 head. 

As usual, we have weighed each cow’s 
milk morning and evening, and have 
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thirty minutes before departure of train. 

3.—Certificates are not kept at all 
stations. If you inquire at your station 
you will find out whether certificates 
and through tickets can be obtained to 
place of meeting. If not, agent will 
inform you at what station they can be 
obtained. You can purchase a_ local 
ticket thence, and there take up a cer- 
tificate and through ticket. 

4.—On your arrival at the meeting, 
present your certificate to FLL. 
Hovcuton, Sec’y. 

5.—It has been arranged that the 
special agent of the Trunk Line Associ- 
ation will be in attendance to validate 
certificates on June 7 and 8. A fee of 
25 cents will be collected for each cer- 
tificate validated. If you arrive at the 
meeting and leave for home again 
prior to the special agent’s arrival, or 
if you arrive at the meeting later than 
June 8, after the special agent has left, 
you cannot have your certificate vali- 
dated and consequently you will not 
get the benefit of the reduction on the 
home journey.

Most of the milk produced by the 
herd is sold at four cents per quart to 
the college, Macdonald Hall, and to 
customers who come to the dairy for 
the milk.

March and December, and 20 cents per 
pound of fat for the remaining eight 
months of the year. 

The table shows the main points in the 
record of each cow for the past year. 
The rank of the cows has been arranged 
according to the quantity of milk given, 
although they might have been arranged 
according to yield of butter, profit on 
butter, or profit on milk over the cost 
of feed. No attempt has been given 
to charge the labor to the cows. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances the value of 
the manure and skim-milk would pay 
for the cost of the labor. Neither have 
the cows been credited with any value 
for offspring. 


QOMMENTS ON HERD RECORD. 


1. As was the case last year, the cow 
standing at the head of the herd in quan- 
tity of milk and butter, and also in 
profit on milk and butter is a grade 
Holstein of our own breeding. The 
cow that was at the head last year has 
dropped to fifth place this year. The 
Holsteins are again strong in the lead. 
One Jersey cow is eighth on the list in 
quantity of milk, fourth for butter pro- 
duction and second for profit on butter, 
over cost of feed. 

2. Two cows gave yields of over 
8,000 lbs. milk, four produced over 7,000 
Ibs. milk and ten over 6,000 lbs. milk. 
A larger number than usual in our herd 
are heifers with first calf. Some of the 
cows ought to have made a better rec- 
ord, and unless they produce a larger 
quantity in 1905 they will be disposed 
of and their places given to better cows, 
if they can be got at a reasonable price. 

3. The value of the milk from indi- 
vidual cows ranged from $146.57 to 
$40.24. The value of the milk fat 
ranged from $68.15 to $21.66. The profit 
on the milk varied from $117.77 to 
$22.41. The profit on the milk fat (but- 
ter) varied from $39.35 to 99 cents. 

4. After production reaches a certain 
point the cost of feed to produce an in- 
crease of 1,000 lbs. milk or 40 to 50 
pounds of butter is very much greater. 
It is a very interesting study to find out 
how much milk or butter can be profit- 
ably got from a cow. This requires con- 
siderable skill on the part of the feeder. 
If we were aiming at large records re- 
gardless of cost, the foregoing records 
could be increased considerably. 


~~ 





Food, comfort and contentment, are 
the prime factors in successful dairying, 
and it is not too much to say that com- 
fort is the primest factor. To feed 
well but disregard the bodily comfort of 
a cow is to court and insure disappoint- 
ment. A cow will fail to elaborate a 
full mess of milk if she is wet or shiver- 
ing from cold, no matter how generous- 
ly she is fed.

Official Records of Holstein-Frie- 
sian Cows from April 26 
to May 3. 

During the period from April 26th 
to May 3rd, 1905, records of thirty- 
nine cows were confirmed. 

Their seven-day records averaged as 
follows: Fourteen full-age cows; age 
6 years, 8 months. 5 days; days from 
calving 18; milk 479.6 Ibs,, quality 
3.45; fat 16.539 lbs.; four four-year 
olds; age 4 years, 2 months, 20 days; 
days from calving 20; milk 412.8 Ibs.,

tistics for the prov- 
inces. It gives the number of milch 
cows as 2,305,942, of which Quebec has 
767,825 and Ontario 1,065,763. The 
amount of cheese produced in 1900 was 
220,000,270 Ibs., of which Quebec pro- 
duced 80,630,199 lbs. and Ontario 131,- 
907,012 Ibs. The creamery industry 
seems to be much more advanced in 
Quebec than in Ontario, for out of 35,- 
207,119 Ibs. of creamery butter made in 
1900 Quebee made 24,625,000, while On- 
tario made only 7,559,542. In the case 
of the home-made butter, the figures are 
reversed, Quebec making 18,357,188 lbs. 
and Ontario 55,378,058 Ibs. out of a total 
of 101,806,359 lbs. 

The most interesting part of the table, 
however, is that portion giving the av- 
erage production per cow for the dif- 
ferent provinces. The average for Que- 
bec was 3,225 Ibs. milk and 115.2 Ibs. 
butter, the average for Ontario being 
the highest, with 4,038 Ibs. milk and 
144.1 Ibs. butter, while P. E. Island 
dropped to 2,184 Ibs. milk and 78.7 Ibs. 
butter, and B. Columbia to 1,996 Ibs. 
milk and 71.3 lbs. butter. 

These figures look preety small, but 
it is likely that they would compare 
favorably with similar statistics from 
many of the states. Where the average 
falls below 2,000 lbs. of milk and only 
71.3 lbs. butter, what must be the show- 
ing for the poorer animals of the dairies 
of the country? Is it any wonder that 
farmefs wear hayseed in their hair and 
moss on their backs ? 

What a contrast between such figures 
and those presented in the last H.-F. 
Wokrtp in the letter of W. C. Hunt from 
the Pierce Land and Stock company of 
California. Here 145 cows are produc- 
ing 5,000 lbs. of milk per day on grass 
alone. It may be replied that this herd 
cost a large amount of money and that 
the average farmer, being a poor man, 
cannot expect to reach any such results. 

In our editorial—*The Dairy Herd”’— 
in the May Ist number of the H.-F. 
Wortp we have presented an actual case 
where by the grading up process (a pro- 
cess that can be employed by every 
farmer) production was increased from 


a 225-lb. cow to a 406-lb. fourth genera- 





tion daughter. 

For use on herds of no particular 
breeding high priced bulls are not neces- 
sary. A good individual from a good 
milking strain will suffice. Such ani- 
mals can be purchased at a price within 
the means of any dairy farmer. Why 
not commence this spring by buying a 
pure-bred bull? Lay the foundation 
for a much needed and perfectly possi- 


ble improvement.

Atlantis. 

According to Plato’s narrative 
there was once in the Atlantic 
Ocean, just outside the pillars of 
Hercules, an island called Atlantis, 
larger than Libya (Africa and Asia 
(Minor) taken together. At the far 
or western extremity of this Atlan- 
tis there were groups of smaller is- 
lands, and beyond them a continent 
situated opposite Europe. In At- 
lantis was established a great and 
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wondrous empire, whose sway ex- 
tended not only over the land, but 
over the islands and a portion of the 
continent beyond. This empire in 
course of time conquered Libya 
as far as Egypt and Europe 
as far as Etruria. This was 
nine thousand years before the 
time of Solon. The island had 
finally been engulfed by the sea, 
which ever after remained unnavy- 
igable by reason of the shoal of mud 
which had been raised on the spot. 
It is certain that the most recent sci- 
entific investigations lead us to be- 
lieve that the tradition of a land con- 
nection between Europe and Amer- 
ica is not without some foundation 
of truth. Of the many proofs ad- 
vanced in favor of this theory the 
following seem most conclusive 
Deep sea soundings in the Atlantic 
have revealed the existence of moun- 
tains and valleys, which must have 
resulted from the action of forces 
operating above the level of the sea. 
Moreover, it is a well known fact 
that agencies similar to those which 
are said to have caused the submer- 
sion of Atlantis are still performing 
their silent work. The coast of 
Greenland, for instance, which prob- 
ably formed the northern limit of 
the lost continent, is sinking with 
such rapidity that houses and vil- 
lages built not so long ago upon 
mountain ridges of considerable al- 
titude are now under water, and the 
same phenomenon, on a minor scale, 
has been observed on the seaboard of 
Georgia and South Carolina. The 
similarity of old Spanish and Liby- 
an names of places can only be ex- 
plained by Plato’s account, which 
tells us that the Atlantian empire 
also extended its sway over Libya, 
hence that the then prevailing Iber- 
ian (Basque) language was spoken 
in both countries. The similarity 
between the Basque and the Ameri- 
can Indian language, pointed out by 
many scholars, is only explicable by 
the supposition of the existence of 
Atlantis. The use of the so-called 
vigesman —_ of counting (by 
twenties, i. e., by fingers and toes) 
is common among the Yucatanians 
and Aztecs of America and the 
Basques, as well as their neighbors, 
the Celts, in the Old W orld. Ob- 
jects made of nephrite are found in 
Central America as well as in the 
pile dwellings of Switzerland and 
in. the tombs of ancient Egypt. 
Many traditions of the Central 
Americans point to the existence of 
Atlantis, among them the signifi- 
cant legend of King Quetzalcoatle, 
who, himself, unlike “the red race, of 
white skin and with a flowing beard 
(note that the Indians have no hair
